Reference 2 teaches an apparatus, wherein the client's skill 
level (operation guidance level information) stored in an IC card is read; and the 
guidance information in accordance with said skill level is outputted. It is not 
difficult for a person skilled in the art to apply said configuration of Reference 2 
to the invention of Reference 1 so that the outputted guidance is determined in 
accordance with the client's skill level stored in an IC card. Furthermore, a 
person skilled in the art can appropriately adjust the configuration so that the 
above-mentioned client's skill level is determined based on a certain test results. 
(Creating and giving tests on a web site is known in the art as Reference 3 shows.) 

Therefore, the configuration of the subject application is merely a random 
combination of the inventions disclosed or suggested by the above-mentioned 
references and known technology, and hence lacks unobviousness.
